BOTVINNIK RETIRES FROM TITLE COMPETITION 


International Grandmaster Mikhail Botvinnlk, 53» the USSR's 3-time World 
Champion, has retired from competition for that title, according to the Soviet 
news agency TASS. 

Botvinnlk's decision became known %irhen he failed by March 10th (the closing 
date) to register with the International Chess Federation (F.I.D.E.) for a series 
of elimination contests for the title, which are due to start in April. He was 
the first Soviet player to become world champion, winning the title in 1948, and 
again in 1958 and 1961. He has now surrendered the right to challenge Tigran 
Petrosyan, 35, of Soviet Armenia, who took the title from him in 1963. The right 
to challenge now passes to Yefim Geller, 39, also a Russian. 

A brilliant electrical engineer, Botvinnlk started playing chess over forty 
years ago, and became a master at age l6. He has lost only one out of 46 games 
played in the last 18 months, having won 30 and drawn 15. He is now (in connection 
with his work at the Moscow Power Institute) trying to perfect a system by which 
chess technique can be used in operating ‘'thinking*' computers,

MEMORIES OF A RETIRED MASTER 


Carlos Torre, one of the greatest Mexican chess players (now retired in Yuca¬ 
tan, Mexico) has just turned 60, He is still keenly interested in chess, and has 
a thorough knowledge of all the latest theoretical lines. He is fast in his analy¬ 
sis, and when shown Fischer's move in the RUY LOPEZ, he answered "this has already 
been disproved by Mason in the early 1900*s!" Thereupon, he showed the game in 
question. 

Torre was once a great hope, but soon after the Moscow Tournament in 1926, he 
disappeared from the chess horizon. Here are three of his brilliant miniatures:

It has been proven, I believe, that even the greatest chessmasters are guilty 
of oversights now and then. However, to find that the great Dr, Tarrasch was guil¬ 
ty of such, not only in a game played in his prime, when ho was 22, but in one ho 
later used in his book "The Game of Chess," seems remarkable. Ho must have analy¬ 
sed this game from "A to Z" before using it — but an error is still present in 
the published work, I refer to Gajne Number Three in the English edition of "The 
Game of Chess" by Dr, Tarrasch, Played in the Leipzig (1894) Tournament, the pub¬ 
lished game with voluminous annotations by the great Doctor went as follows:
